When an 
avalanche of mud 
and 
boulders 
smashed 
into this Pacific Coast 
resort town. Tom Murphy Jr said 
“it sounded like about 30 diesel 
trucks revving at the sam e time.'' 
Murphy and his fam ily of four had 
to flee their home in bare feet when 
the wall of mud didn t stop at the 
closed doors but crashed through 
windows and seeped in around the 
doors 
The mud. which slid off firerazed 
San 
Lucia 
Mountain 
Saturday, 
forced 50 persons from their homes 
and caused damage estimated at 
more than $500.000. 
although no 
serious injuries were reported 
“There was a rumbling and a 
crashing. It started coming at about 
50 m iles an hour I wanted to get my 
car out of the way. I didn't worry 
about m yself, said Don Smythe, 22 
“ It picked my car up and smashed 
it against my trailer while I watched 
standing on my porch 
It had big 
redwood logs coming across the 
highway with boulders the size of 
Volkswagens 
The Monterey County Sheriff s 
office said 13 homes, a store. Post 
Office and service station were 
filled with mud. and slime had 
seeped into 10 other residences. 
“ It cam e down in a boom and in 
one w all." said Frank Stewart of 
the U.S. Forest Service. “ It was 
four to six feet deep in some places 
and 100 feet wide in parts.'' 
A forest fire on the mountain last 
summer scorched 4,400 acres of tall 
pines and redwoods and now “the 
vegetation isn't holding back the 
rain the wav it should." sheriff's 
deputy Jeff Smith said 
Officials feared there would be 
further mud slides if the current

rain

The assessment was made Sunday by Paul C Warnke. an 
assistant defense secretary during the Johnson administra­ 
tion. who argued the prospects for successful negotiations 
were poor bec ause President Nixon insists on maintaining 
the regime of President Nguyen Van Thieu 
At the same time Sunday, Secretary of State W illiam P 
Rogers said the negotiations in progress are “ very 
serious." Rogers also contended McGovern was preaching 
“ surrender " 


Warnke appeared on “ NBC’s Meet the Press," while 
Rogers was interviewed on “ ABC s Issues and Answers " 
Warnke said his estimate of the prospects lor peace was 
based on "what I have seen in the papers and on “ my past 
experience."

His family physician. Dr Eric Kerr, said Sunday; “ I did 
what Mr West wanted, but it was the first request of that 
sort I had ecer had 
Kerr said West, a London bank manager, wanted to be 
certain he would be dead when he went to his grave, but if 
by chance he was not. he wanted a means of escape 
“ He was very meticulous in his habits as a bank 
manager, 
the doctor said “ But this did not seem to be 
overdoing it Many people have fears of this sort " 
Maurice West, the banker s nephew who received the 
bulk of the $87.000 his uncle left, said 
"It was an odd 
request but if you can t have your own way at that time of 
life—I mean death—when can you? ” 
The banker left $1.250 to the Rev David Wright of St 
Paul s Anglican Church in Worthing, south of London, 
where West lived 
“ He was a lonely old man. afraid of manv things." said 
the Rev Wright’s wife. Alice "But he had faith and was 
looking forward to going to heaven 
We shall buy a car with the monev." she said

Supreme Court refuses 
to get involved in Viet war 


WASHINGTON (UPI) —The Supreme Court refu.sed 
again today to involve iLself in the argument over whether 
the Vietnam War is uncon.stitutional The vote was 7 to 2 
with Justices William 0. Douglas and William J. Brennan 
Jr. dis.senting. 
Three men claimed in a suit filed in Los Angeles federal 
district court that Congress unconstitutionallv delegated its 
war power to the President when it passed the 1961 Foreign 
Assistance Act. 
In a three-page dissent. Douglas said the Constitution 
gives Congress, not the President, the power to "declare 
war” and that this is a "specific grant of power that 
impliedly bars its exercise by the executive branch ” 
The power "is so pervasive in its reach that it may effect 
the lives, the property, and the well-being of the entire 


nation.” he argued 
"No declaration of war has been made respecting Viet­ 
nam.” Douglas added "Hence the question can be phrased 
m term.s of the constitutionality of the u.se of funds to 
pursue a presidential war 
Brennan joined Douglas in his w ritten dissent 


Federal District Judge William P (irav and the 9th U S

'No7 on Propositions 15,16 


Proposition 15 and 16 on the November 7 
ballot deal new methods of determining 
pay increases for all State employes and 
the California Highway Patrol. 
Proposition 15 would require the State 
personnel board. UC regents and the State 
University 
and 
College 
trustees 
to 
semiannually determine prevailing rates 
in private and public employment for 
comparable services performed by State 
employes and to recommend to the 
governor adjustments to their salaries and 
benefits necessary to equal prevailing 
rates. The measure mandates that te 
recommendations 
be 
included 
in the 
g o v e r n o r ’s 
budget 
and 
the 
recommendations cannot be reduced or 
eliminated except by a two-thirds vote of 
the Legislature. The recommendations 
cannot 
be 
vetoed 
bv 
the 
governor. 
Proposition 15 also calls for binding 
arbitration in employe relation matters. 
Proposition 
16 calls 
for the same 
procedures, basically. It fixes the pay of a 
California Highway Patrolman at the 
highest pay of any policeman or deputy 
sheriff in the State. It also must be part of 
the governor s budget and cannot be 
modified or strickened except by two- 
thirds vote of the Legislature and it is 
assumed that the initiative eliminates 
such governor's reduct ion or veto. 


Both of the measures take the matter of 
state employe pay out of the hands of the 
people we elect. It ties the hands of the 
governor in the preparation of a State 
budget and is, in our opinion, destruction 
of the balance of power between the 
executive and legislative branches of our 
government. 


Washington calling by Marquis Childs 


California State employes presently 
have one of the finest merit systems in the 
nation. State employes enjoy the fruits of 
an extremely liberal retirement program 
and wide variety of other benefits. It is 
impossible to believe 
that 
they are 
mistreated. 
Proposition 16 is also fraught with 
financial danger. It is unbelievable that 
the California Highway Patrol is unhappy. 
Recently 2,500 candidates competed for 
200 positions on the CHP. Turnover rate for 
the California Highway Patrol is 0.2 per 
cent as compared with 1.3 percent for all 
State services. The difference in starting 
pay between the California 
Highway 
Patrol and the Los Angeles Policeman is 
not that great. The California Highway 
Patrol received an 84 per cent salary 
increase this year and a new uniform 
allowance. If this proposal had been in 
effect, they would have had to receive an 
additional 114 percent salary increase. 
California Highway Patrol salaries are 
paid from motor vehicle license and 
registration taxes and these taxes support 
air pollution control; 
traffic control; 
highway safety improvement and local 
and statewide road improvements. Every 
dollar taken from these taxes for further 
CHP salary increases would only hurt 
these vital programs. 
But more importantly, the CHP proposal 
prohibits the Legislature and the governor 
from treating the salary of the Highway 
Patrol in the normal budgetary process. It 
gives special privilege to a small but 
visible group. 
We 
recommend 
a 
“ no 
vote” 
on 
Proposition 15 and 16.

Of the 100 largest electric utilities 
76 showed a rise in net profits in 1971 
over 1970, according to a table put in 
the Congressional Record by Sen 
Lee Metcalf, I) Mont 
The table 
came out of Electric Light and 
Power, the house organ of the 
industry' 
The price commission 
granted rate increases to company 
after company showing a big jump 
in the profit ratio 
For example, the commission 
approved 15 5 per cent increase for 
Indiana and Michigan eke trie, a 
subsidiary of the giant New York 
holding 
company, 
American 
Electric Power American Electric 
had a net-after-tax profit of 19 27 
cents out of every revenue dollar in 
1971. This was a jump from 17 56 
cents in 1970. 
“ The outlook for 1972 is for an 


even more profitable year for the 
utilities at the expense of millions of 
wage earners whose earning power 
dwindles,” Metcalf told the Senate 
“ In my state Montana Power kept 
as net profit 22.62 cents out of every 
revenue dollar it collected last year 
Its net profit during the first six 
months of this year rose to 24 3 
cents ... and it now has pending 
before the State Public Service 
ommission a rate-increase request 
amounting to 18 per cent for its 
electric operations and 29 per cent 
for its gas operations. 
“ One thing is perfectly clear. The 
Nixon administration is winning its 
fight to make the rich richer and the 
poor poorer 
Because 
electric 
utility 
companies hold a monopoly on a 
commodity that is a necessity for 
the householder and for industry, 
the theory has been that rates would 
be regulated at reasonable levels by 
public 
authority. 
State 
utility 
commissions 
have 
been 
the 
principal instruments But. as has 
been demonstrated again and again, 
they are not up to an increasingly 
complex task 
Lacking adequate 
trained and experienced staff, the 
state commissions find all too often 
that their best people are recruited 
at much higher salaries by the 
utilities 
Some states, as Metcalf noted, do 
not have regulatory agencies. What 
the price commission appears to 
have done is merely to ratify the 
findings of state commissions even 
though they sanctioned whopping 
rate increases that would further 
higher profits. 


Sen 
Frank E 
Moss, I)-Utah 
pointed to an increase in the price of 
natural gas of $111 million in 1970 
and $531 million in 1971 He charged 
that this was a payoff to big 
campaign contributors who want to 
see the Federal Power Commission 
become a complaint arm of the 
White House Moss noted that of the* 


$800 million contributed by the 
petroleum executives in the 1968 
campaign 93 per cent went to the 
Republicans. And. as the first Nixon 
appointment to the 
FPC made 
amply clear, that agency will soon 
be dominated by men out of the 
industry. 


The energy crisis is very real It 
adds up to the necessity hardly a 
decade 
ahead to 
import 
an 
increasing 
share 
of 
the 
raw 
materials of power. The crisis will 
not be solved by appeasing big 
power and gas with the invariable 
answer of higher rates and higher 
profits out of which, in theory, will 
come the means to explore new 
energy sources.

virtually all be replaced by Nixon
